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Bridge opens 


The bridge situation in Wil- 
mington has some good news and 
bad news. The good news is very 
good, and the bad news is not all 
that bad. 

The Burlington Avenue bridge is 
tentatively scheduled to open some 
time on Monday. Town Manager 
Michael Caira said he had been told 
by state DPW district engineer 
Peter Donohue that the paving 
would be done and the bridge will 
be open certainly next week, 
probably Monday. 

On Tuesday, workmen were 
bolting down planks, over which 
the pavement had to be installed. 

The bridge has been closed since 
July when state engineers found 
that the beams under the deck had 
severely rusted, The repairs were 
predicted to be completed by 
Thanksgiving. 

Meanwhile, the Lake Stet 
bridge will remain closed for an 
additional week, while a private 
contractor finishes installing a 
sewer line to connect the new 
Shawsheen Commons project to the 
Grove Avenue sewer. 

The delay is the result of siltation 
from groundwater being pumped 
into the old Middlesex Canal 
Conservation Administrator Eileen 
Flaherty Chabot stopped the job 
until the contractor could correct 
the situation, 
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Workmen were busy on Tuesday drilling and spiking 
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the Burlington Avenue bridge. Paving is expected to be 
finished by the end of the week. Barring any unforseen 
events, the bridge will open on Monday 


Bonds get high rating 
despite poor economy

The Chicago firm of Hutchinson, 
Shockey, Erley, and Co. success- 
fully bid for the purchase of 
$3,890,000 General Obligation 
Bonds of the town of Wilmington. 
Nine firms bid on the bonds. The 
bids were opened last week. 

At their meeting Monday night, 
selectmen unanimously approved 
the sale to the Chicago firm, which 
had submitted the lowest bid. That 
bid came in at 6.8486 percent net 
interest cost. The second lowest 
bid, from another Chicago firm 
Clayton Brown and Associates, was 
close with a 6.8487 percent net 
interest cost. 

The competition among the nine 
bidders from across the country 
was tight, according to the town’s 
financial advisor Chester Forbush, 
who is affiliated with State Surcet 
Bank and Trust Co. He said the 
total bid range was approximately 


$30,000. Town Manager Michael 
Caira added the successful bidder 
won by $10.40. 

A prospectus had been prepared 
by Wilmington Finance Director 
Joseph Peters and the rest of his 
team and mailed to over 200 firms, 
said Forbush. While 50 companies 
expressed an interest in the sale, the 
final competition came down to 
nine bids. Forbush also noted about 
15 local residents have called town 
hall secktifg a chance to buy bonds 
Those bonds are being sold in 
minimum denominations of $5,000 
and are exempt from federal and 
state income taxes, said Forbush. 
Being tax-free, the bonds have an 
effective net yicld of about ten 
percent. Though the bonds are 
issued for ten years, citizens may 
sell the bonds anytime before the 
ten year period is up. It was 
suggested residents still interested 
in purchasing the bonds contact Joe 


Peters at town hall. 

The funds from the bonds will 
help pay for the construction of a 
water standpipe, the high school 
heating system, construction of 
sewers, an extension of the East 
Sewer Interceptor, installation of 
seven underground fuel tanks for 
various town buildings, and street 
construction. All these items were 
approved at town meetings, said 
Caira. 

Forbush pointed out one factor 
which helped attract so many out of 
state firms was the town's A credit 
rate. The top rite is AAA. 

“This town has a fine credit rate 
and we used that to our advantage,” 
he said. He added there was a "mild 
impact" from the state's unstable 
economic situation. 

Overal, officials were pleased 
with the outcome of the bid process 
and praised the financial team for 
their hard work 


Selectmen reject resolution 
against Question Three

A request to support a resolution 
opposing Question Three (the 
petition to roll back taxes) was 
unanimously turned down by Wil- 
mington selectmen Monday night. 
Chairman Bob Doucette was not 
present at the meeting. 

The resolution is being circulated 
by the Campaign for Massachu- 
setts’ Future. In the resolution, the 
CMF maintains the Citizens for 
Limited Taxation petition would 
reduce state revenues by approxi- 
mately $6 billion over the first 

_ three years of its implementation. 
The CMF also maintains there 
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would be an “unacceptable” reduc- 
tion in local aid and no guarantee 
government would be restructured 
if the question passes. 

Selectmen argued that, despite 
opportunities, the state has failed to 
curb its "wasteful" spending pat- 
tern. All felt, like Robert Cain, that 
Question Three sends a message to 
the state saying "enough is 
enough," 

"I'm strongly in favor of a yes 
vote on Question Three," said 
Mark Haldane. He claimed the 
information contained in the reso- 
lution was inaccurate. and the $6. 
billion figure was "greatly 
exaggerated.” 
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“I'm enraged by the misma- 
nagement of our tax dollars,” said 
Dan Ballou, charging that both the 
Dukakis administration and the 
current legislators have "dropped 
the ball." 

"I'm really, hopefully, looking 
for change. I just can't afford to 
pay more taxes. I don't think I'm 
the only one like that,” he said. 

Chester Bruce suggested the 
board not take a stand either way 
and let the voters decide. He added, 
however, he was "very supportive” 
of Question Three. Following 
discussion, Bruce made the motion 
not to support the resolution.

High voter turnout 
for Tuesday's election? 


A high voter turnout is expected 
on Tuesday for the 1990 state 
election. Several hot contests are 
on the ballot, both on the state and 
local level 

Locally, State Rep. Jim Miceli is 
facing his first challenger in eight 
years. Republican Kevin Sowyrda 
has been running a strong, if not 
uphill battle to unseat the 13-year 
incumbent, 

Two other state rep races tie into 
Wilmington. Precinct 3 votes along 
with Burlington and Bedford, 
where Republican Marianne 
Brenton is challenging incumbent 
Democrat Augusto Grace 

Voters in Precinct 6 will elect 


either Democrat Sandra Trainor or 
Republican Rob Krekorian to the 
seat being vacated by Geoff 
Beckwith 

On the state level, all the state's 
constitutional offices are on the 
ballot, including governor, licu- 
tenant governor, ueasurer, secre- 
tary of state, weasurer and attor- 
ney general 

Additionally, there are seven 
ballot questions. 

Question 1 would abolish the state 
census, taken every ten years on the 
fifth year of each decade. 

Question 2 would prohibit the 
state's use of consultants. 

Question 3 is the well-publicized 


tax roll-back question initiated by 
the Citizens for Limited Taxation 

Question 4 would allow ballot 
access to minority parties. 

Question 5 would assure a per- 
centage of state funds for aid to 
cities and towns. 

Question 6 is a non-binding advi- 
sory question on allowing candi 
dates free broadcast time. 

Question 7 asks if Middlesex 
County should turn over three 
court houses to the state 

The polls will be open Tuesday 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. Precincts | 
2, and 5 vote at the Town Hall. Pre: 
cincts 3, 4 and 6 vote at the Wild 
wood School 


Will list of demands snafu 
chances of final debate?

A debate sponsored jointly by the 
Republican and Democratic Town 
Committees of Tewksbury may 
still be held, despite a list of 
"demands" made by State Rep. 
James Miceli. 

Attcmpts to hold the debate have 
been thwarted by communication 
problems between Miceli and 
members of the Republican Com- 
mittee and a list of four conditions 
the incumbent placed on the 
encounter between himself and his 
Republican opponent, Kevin So- 
wyrda. 

According to Republican Com- 
mittee member Greg Reynolds, the 
debate was supposed to be a four- 
person forum with the candidates 
for the 20th Middlesex District and 
Patricia McGovern and Alba 
Castillo, candidates for state 
senator, taking part. This was 
changed to a two-man format. 

Reynolds said a registered letter 


was sent to Miceli in early October 
asking him to respond to their 
invitation by October 11. The 
incumbent sent back a registered 
letter, return receipt requested, to 
committee chairman Jay Gaffney 
agrecing to the debate. However, 
said Reynolds, Gaffney was out of 
town for a few days and attempts 
by committee members to contact 
Miceli to find out the Ietter's 
contents were unsuccessful. 

"We had a hard time contacting 
Mr. Miceli. We called him re- 
peatedly,” Reynolds said 

In the letter, the incumbent 
reportedly offered to debate 
Sowyrda on November 2 or 
November 5 and not on the 
tentative date of October 30. Later, 
Miceli said he could only honor the 
November 5 date because of a 
prior commitment. That date is the 
day before election, negating any 
possibility of press or cable 


Charges fly 
in rep race

The campaign for state rep in the 
Burlington - Bedford -Wilmington 
district has really heated up during 
the past couple of weeks. Incum- 
bent Augie Grace, a liberal 
Democrat, and Republican challen- 
ger Marianne Brenton have been 
firing salvos of charges, each 
charging the other with distortions 
and lies. 

One of the issues to surface is 
Grace's claim to have sponsored 
legislation that resulted in cutting 
$300 million out of the state 
budget. 

Grace signed on to a bill known 
as the Haverns, Bosley, Hartley 
bill, H. 6360. The bill died in 
committee, but Grace said that 
major portions of it were incor- 
porated into the budget package 
that passed. He has presented a 
letter from the clerk of the House 
Ways and Means Committee saying 
that certain provision of that bill 
were included in the bill that was 
eventually passed, Chapter 653. 

Brenton asserts that such an 
assertion is an outright lie. She 
claims that there is no paper trail to 
show that Grace was an original 
sponsor of the legislation, and 
further charges that the legislation 
was created simply as a smoke 
screen. She charges that Grace 
signed on late, trying to hide his 
tax-and-spend record. 

As a part of a large packet of 
papers, Brenton presented a copy 
of the State Housé computer print- 
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out of all legislation sponsored by 
Grace. H.6360 was not listed. 

Grace said in an interview 
Tuesday that he had started 
working with a group of legislators 
in March on cost-cutting 
legislation. He said that a great deal 
of the work was drafted in his 
office, since he had a computer. 

He said that 80 percent of the 
initial bill was included in the 
redraft 

As for the print-out, Grace said 
that only picked up legislation of 
primary sponsors. 

Grace held a press conference 
two weeks ago, charging that 
Brenton was trying to distort his 
record. He distribyted a packet 
with counter-claims to her info, 

Grace has brought up as an issue a 
comment made by Brenton in a 
conversation with reporter Neil 
Savage of the Burlington Times - 
Union. Many years ago, Brenton 
served on the Registrars of Voters. 
She commented that at one point, a 
woman had brought in her 
retarded daughter and had to tell 
her what to write as she filled out 
the registration. 

Her comment was to the effect 
that as a person who tries to learn 
about the issues, it bothered her to 
have that girl's vote weigh equally 
with hers. 

Savage brought out the quote at a 
candidates’ night, catching Brenton 
off-guard. Grace went to town 
with the matter, charging his 
opponent with bias. 
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coverage before the polls open to 
the public. 

Besides setting the date, said 
Reynolds, Miceli issued three other 
"demands." These demands were 

¢ That Sowyrda denounce the 
recent "no-show" debate held in 
Wilmington 

* That reporters from the Town 
Crier and Sean Harte of the Lowell 
Sun not be allowed to ask questions 
during the debate 

That Sowyrda give Miceli copies 
of all bills and other materials he 
plans to refer to at least three days 
in advance 

According to Gaffney, Miceli 
originally told him Sowyrda had to 
publicly acknowledge the incum 
bent wasn't afraid to debate the 
challenger. This "demand" was 
changed when Miceli confronted 
Reynolds and said Sowyrda had to 
denounce an earlier debate 

Reynolds pointed to the incum 
bent's lack of cooperation in 
holding the public forum. 

"It hasn't been the most co- 
operative situation. | feel that he 
(Miceli) is using his perogative of 
stalling. I don't think he has 
embraced this in a straight forward 
manner,” Reynolds said. 

Sowyrda minced no words in 
lashing out at his opponent for 
issuing the list of conditions, 

"Jim Miceli, right now, is 
running scared. I've never seen 
such bizarre behavior. The public 
has to judge if Jim Miceli’s action is 
in the realm of reasonable action,” 
Sowyrda told this paper, 

While he assured residents of 
Wilmington and Tewksbury he 
would show up on November 5 if 
the debate was held, Sowyrda said 
he had no intention of denoucing 
the last "debate." 

"All I can say is we're sorry that 
Jim Miceli didn't have the courage 
to show up. We feel badly he puts a 
far different priority on facing the 
public to define the issues than our 
campaign does," Sowyrda said 

The challenger also condemned 
the state rep's attempt to keep out 
certain members of the press. 

"I personally condemn any poli- 
lician for having an enemies list 
and trying to keep out legitimate 
journalists. When we run for 
office, we have to take questions 
from everyone," said Sowyrda, 
adding, "This type of censorship is 
Nixonesque and reminiscent of the 
same censorship the incumbent's 
compatriot (Lou) Carciofi tried to 
use in barring the showing of the 
tape (of the first debate). 

Sowyrda said Miceli should be 
prepared to review every bill 
before the General Court in the 
past 13 years if he wants to know 
what will be brought up in the 
public forum. 
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Middle schools 
‘quieter, calmer'

Both intermediate school princi- 
pals in Wilmington are pleased 
with the progress made in im- 
plementing the middle school 
concept. The concept was 
introduced in the North and West 
Intermediate Schools this year. The 
concept eliminates passing bells 
and grouping students by ability, 
except in math and reading. It also 
relies on team teaching and 
introduces staggered periods to 
help students become more 
effective in the classroom 

Principal James Jordan of the 
West and Principal Michael Tiko- 
noff of the North told the school 
committee last week students and 
teachers are adjusting to the 
changes. 

"It is working very well. It is so 
much quieter, calmer,” said Jor- 
dan, referring to the lack of bells. 
He explained the staggered periods 
have climinated crowding in the 
halls and almost 50 percent of the 
discipline problems. 

Tikonoff said one benefit of the 
scheduling change is alot of 
students are now able to be "active" 
learners. The principals explained 
that teachers have volunteered to 


supervise different student activi- 
tics during the daily activity 
period. The activities will run for 
ten week periods before changing 
to something different. 

Committee members raised ques- 
tions on the resource room and the 
impact on special education in each 
school. John DeMarco suggested 
they invite the middle school tea- 
chers to appear before their board. 

Andrea Paglia made a motion to 
invite an outside team in to evaluate 
the schools’ progress so far. The 
motion failed one to six. Most felt 
il was too carly in the process to 
undergo an analysis. Paglia argued 
if something was being done 
wrong, it would be better to fix it 
at the outset. 

When Aldo Caira asked how best 
to evaluate the success of the 
concept, Tikonoff said success 
could be measured through testing 
data, student performance and 
motivation, school climate, staff 
morale, and observation. He added 
progress is being measured in daily 
team meetings. 

Committee members said they 
would reassess the middle school 
concept and the program in 
Wilmington at budget time.

Tewksbury recycling program 
saves tipping fees

You may have seen the red and 
white bumper stickers and 
wondered what it's all about. 
Tewksbury started a recycling 
program in July of 1989 and in the 
first year of operation it saved the 
town over $50,000 in tipping fees. 
Glass jars and bottles, tin and 
aluminum cans are recycled at the 
DPW on Whipple Road every 
Saturday morning between nine 
and noon. (Please rinse out the cans 
and bottles). Newspapers are 
picked up on your regular trash 
day. Leave your papers at least six 
feet from the regular trash, 
Recycling not only helps the 
environment it also saves energy, 
reduces our dependency on foreign 
oil, and saves your tax dollar. By 
recycling aluminum it is possible to 
save up to 95 percent of the energy 
that it would take to manufacture 
new products from raw materials, 
In another words throwing away 
an aluminum can wastes as much 
energy as if it were half full of 
gasoline. Americans throw away 


35 biliion aluminuin ¢ every 
year. If all these cans were 
recycled we would save an amount 
of energy equivalent to 150 Exxon 
Valdez oil spills annually. 

A 12 ounce aluminum can half 
full of gasoline has an energy value 
of over five cents. The 35 billion 
cans thrown away in this country 
has an energy value of one billion 
750 million dollars or the budget 
of the Town of Tewksbury for the 
next 48 years. 

Tewksbury is also composting 
leaves. 


Put the leaves in the leaf 
recycling bags and place the bags 
near your newspapers. The bags 
will be picked up on regular trash 
days until Nov. 17, 1990. If you 
necd leaf bags you can get them at 
the central fire station, library or 
town hall. 

The Tewksbury Recycling 
Committee has set a goal of 1000 
tons of recyclable material. If this 
goal is met the town will save 
$64,000 of your tax dollars in 
tipping fees. Don't throw your 
money in the dump! Recycle! 


Truck exclusion for Butters Row

Peter Donohue, District Highway 
Engineer of the DPW, said the 
exclusion is acceptable but a simi- 
lar exclusion for nearby Chestnut 
Street is not possible without 
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Woburn's approval because the 
street provides a direct route to 
that town. Donohue added a permit 
to exclude heavy trucks will be 
issued once the selectmen's vote is 
forwarded to his office. Selectman 
Robert Cain suggested, when the 
Burlington Avenue bridge*is open, 
the Butters Row bridge be 
completely closed to tuck traffic. 
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mitice in person to get to the 
bottom of the allegations.

and average citizens out of the 
process.” 

This advisory question wants 
broadcasting stations to permit 
candidates for the same office to 
have an equal amount of broadcast 
time under the lowest unit rate. 


Currently, the federal government 
regulates the air waves under the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission (FCC). 

"Question 6 is an attempt, once 
again, by politicians to mandate a 
policy that benefits the politician,” 
said Bill Mockbee, president of 
Massachusetts Broadcasters Assoc- 
iation (MBA), 

Mockbce believes there is no need 
for these provisions because if a 
candidate feels that he/she hasn't 
been given the lowest unit rate, 
they can directly file with the FCC. 

Bob Mehrman, executive 
director of MBA, agrees by saying 
they are already mandated by the 
FCC to provide the lowest unit rate 
and they have done this in the past. 

Len Umina, Gubernatorial 
candidate for the High-Tech Party, 
would like to see it pass 
unanimgusly. He said that what has 
happened to him is a perfect 
example of why this is needed 

Umina has been blocked from the 
governor's debate and hasn't been 
able to raise the funds for elaborate 
campaign advertisements, as both 
his opponents Kerry and Rappa- 
port have. Thus, he hasn't been 
able to reach the public as 
successfully as they have 

“In order for political candidates 
to get their message out, they have 
to raise a great deal of money and 
make a lot of, promises to special 


interest groups," said Umina. "This 
is representing special interest 
groups and not the public." 

Rep. Paleologos supports Umina 
in that he is being treated unfairly. 
Money has become the message 
rather than political ideas and 
beliefs. "Shouldn't candidates be 
judged on the sense of their ideas 
instead of the size of their 
warchests,” Paleologos said. 


Merhman said that if the 
broadcasters gave free time to 
candidates it could be called a 
donation. Since any corporation is 
forbidden to donate for political 
purposes, this could become 
troublesome. 

Mockbee stated that one problem 
is that people use advertisements to 
choose who they want to vote for. 
In his opinion, "advertising is not a 
substantial way lo choose a 
candidate for office." 

Paleologos believes that a good 
example of a major problem with 
broadcasting requirements is that 
he doesn't know much about Len 
Umina's agenda, and as a citizen, 
he has the right to know, 

Another point that hasn't been 
brought in is whether easy access to 
the airwaves necessarily guarantees 
voters an easy choice, or candidates 
to become elected. "Just because 
they may or may not get access to 
the airwaves doesn't guarantee 
they'll win," said Mockbee. 

A Yes vote will show that voters 
like the ideas of free and equal time 
to candidates. 

A No vote will show that voters 
would not like candidates to have 
free and equal time.

A question of tactics

The campaign for state representative of the 20th Middlesex 
District has reached an all-time low, thanks to some questionable 
tactics employed by the incumbent Jim Miceli. Those tactics 
include stalling, intimidation, and attempts at censorship. 

Some people have accused Miceli's opponent, Kevin Sowyrda, 
of using the debate forum to gain name recognition and gamer 
publicity. The debate format is a legitimate means of getting 
your message across. It would be surprising if Sowyrda did NOT 
take advantage of this format, especially since it clearly shows 
off his superior debating skills and an unerring ability to get 
some hard facts across to the public. 

Miceli has done everything possible to avoid a second debate. 
He has stalled. He has even gone so far as to agree to a second 
debate, only if it's held on November 5.

There was a debate held October 23. It was set up by Sowyrda 
but, in the interests of fairness opponent had the chance to 
bring his own moderator.

It's obvious if you're not for Miceli you're 
against him and deserve to be treated in an intimidating manner. 

The last tactic is the most abhorrent, And that's censorship. For 
a state official to demand certain members of the press be barred 
from asking questions during a public forum smacks of 
censorship and a lot worse. What is Miceli afraid of? Last we 
heard, this was a democracy. Miceli is paid to work for us, and 
being held up to scrutiny by all the media, is part of the package. 
How else can the public's interest be served? 

The current state representative is supposed to be a public 
servant, That means he is getting paid to serve the public.

Even one of Kevin Sowyrda's 
campaign workers called what you 
alluded to as a debate as a political 
"Stunt." 

No debate was every scheduled, 
and Kevin Sowyrda authorized 
another lie when he said he sent me 
a certified letter to appear at the 
Wilmington Knights of Columbus 
Hall on October 23.

Straight teeth talk... 


WHY EXTRACTIONS? 


Extractions of perma- 
nent teeth become necessary to 
correct orthodontic problems 
where the combined size of all the 
teeth is greater than the size of 
their bone support, Crowded or 
protruding teeth need space in the 
dental arch in order to be straight- 
ened, and extractions can provide 
the space. Most commonly, the 
four first bicuspids are removed, 
one on each side of each arch. 
Braces then reposition the other 
teeth into the correct dite and 
alignment over the two year 
treatment period. 

Since no procedure in 
dentistry evokes more fear and 
resistance than extractions, there 
must be ample justification and no 
other alternative before recom- 


mending it. Indeed, extractions 
have been proven to be a safe 
and necessary procedure used 
in about thirty percent of ortho- 
dontic patients. 

The only alternatives to 
extractions are: to expand the 
dental arch into a larger circum- 
ference or, to move the back teeth 
further back and the front teeth 
further forward. This is possible to 
a limited extent in less severe 
crowding situations, although a 
“toothy”, full appearance to the 
front teeth may result. 

The orthodontic special- 
ist is best trained to determine 
which cases will or will not require 
the removal of teeth for proper 
correction.

Lightning eggs 

I'm dipped if 1 know where this 
gem comes from, but here goes: 

Legend has it that, seven years to 
the day after lightning hits a tree, 
there will be a smooth round stone 
found in the dirt in the tree roots. If 
you dig up this stone and keep in 
with you, even a piece of it, you'll 
never be hurt by fire in any form, 
from a house fire to gunfire. 

Sorry, but I keep forgetting when 
seven years to the day has passed, so 
I've probably stepped on a million 
lightning eggs without ever picking 
one up. 

Oh, and lightning will certainly 
strike twice in the same place. Not 
in the same storm, perhaps, but the 
same place isn't safe, at any time. 

Big antlers - big deer 

Wrong again. Antlers, which are 
seasonal and fall off every winter 
once the breeding season is past, are 
not like tree rings or the rings on 
fish scales. The size and shape of a 
buck's antlers depends more upon 
general health and nutrition than it 
does to age. Granted, a big, healthy 
buck is more likely than a yearling 
to wear a real hat-rack on his head, 
but all bets are off on deer that are, 
say, three years old. Take a dozen 
bucks of the same age, and no two 
sets of antlers will be alike, Bizarre 
and twisted antlers are caused by an 
abnormality in the minerals found 
in the diet, and they may occur any- 
where, al any time. 

One thing troubled me about the 
annual regrowth of antlers, so I put 
in acall to a college biology depart- 
partment.

This myth is laughable, Birds are 
hyperactive, and their body temp is 
much higher than ours. Birds may 
eat up to their own body weight per 
day.4f I ate 205 pounds in one day, 
I'd have to grow a set of tusks for 
justification. Ask any farmer how 
much damage a flock of birds can 
do, and he can tell you some real 
stories, 

Cold, sluggish bass 

Not at all! While ice fishing, I'm 
always able to tell when I've got a 
bass paying a visit because the line 
will be screaming off the reel, on a 
beeline for the far shore. Pickerel 
make quick runs, then stop, but bass 
seem to eat on the fly and just keep 
on running. 

Doesn't sound sluggish to me. 

Moss for the lost 

You're lost. It's almost dark and 
you can't locate the truck or the old 
dirt road it's parked on. Panicky, 
you look for a nearby*eak, hoping 
the moss will point the way north. 

If you're lost without a compass, 
you're pretty dumb. If you hope a 
moss-covered tree will show you 
true north, you're dumb as a post. 
Make a campfire and get ready to 
spend the night. Most local moss is 
actually lichen, which will grow in 
sun or shade, on rocks or trees. 

Skunk by the tail 

Legend has it that a skunk can't 
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spray if you're holding it up by the 
tail. Why you'd want to do that is a 
matter for debate, but the skunk can 
spray if circumstances permit. 

A skunk's musk gland, located at 
the base of the tail, must extend out 
of the body for the skunk to shoot. 
If the gland is still inside, you're 
safe. But if the gland is already out- 
side his body, it won't matter where 
or how you lift him up. Far more 
important will be how many quarts 
of tomato juice you have ready at 
home, because you surely won't be 
welcomed at the corner store.

If 
you can't work the action, ask the 
owner to show you how. He'll be 
reasonable about the request.

Ciampa’s work was also regu- 
larly seen on television. A model 
he did of Rodin’s the “Thinker” 
appeared each week on the former 
“Dobie Gillis” television show. 
This was done during a period 
when the Hollywood movie studios 
had a Boston office 

At 94-years-old, the Winchester 
resident said that the process of 
sculpting, is too rigorous and com- 
plicated for him. “Now I putter 
around with oils and watercolors.” 

A look around his basement stu- 
dio shows that Ciampa’s projects 
range from pen and ink drawings to 
paintings. Although they are very 
good quality work, Ciampa said 
that he docs not sell these works 
but gives them as gifts to family 
and friends. 

Ciampa’s son, Ed, said that he 
also spends quite a bit of time 
working around his lawn and gar- 
den. “He does a project every day.” 

Ciampa first came to this coun- 
try, from his native Italy, at the age 
of 10, following his father’s death 
from a scaffolding accident. 

After Ciampa and his mother 
took up residence in Boston's 
North End, he attended St 
Anthony's School. However 
because he could not speak 
English, Ciampa started to commu- 
nicate by drawing pictures. The 
nuns at the school had him do some 
work around the school and one of 
the priests at St. Leonard’s Church 
took a liking to the young man. 

At the age of 14, it was arranged 
for Ciampa, to take lessons at the 
North Bennett Street Industrial 
School. Without his knowledge, he 
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had been entered in a contest and 
took second place.

Ciampa’s education, but not his art 
work. The U.S. Army put Ciampa 
to use as a camouflage artist, 

According to Ciampa, the job 
was safe.

Demand for firewood is on the increase 


The recent 25-cent per gallon 
rise in the cost of home heating 
oil is expected to inspire the 
return of the wood stove as a 
prominent source of home heat 
this winter, says Thomas Quink, 
Chief Forester for the Department 
of Environmental Management 
(DEM). 

In response, DEM is preparing 
to increase both commercial and 
home fuelwood sales from the 
portions of the 270,000-acre for- 
est system which are harvested for 
wood products. DEM is preparing 
updated information on firewood 
harvesting, purchasing and use to 
ensure the best management of 
the Commonwealth's three million 
acres of forestland - both public 
and private 

"While we are certain to see an 
increase in the harvesting of fire- 
wood, this should not have a neg- 
alive impact on the health of the 
forests of Massachusetts," said 
Chief Forester Quink. "In fact, our 


foresters welcome the opportunity 
to improve forest management by 
having markets that allow for 
removal of poor quality and dis- 
cased trees through thinning oper- 
ations 

Quink noted that growth of 
hardwoods in Massachusetts 
exceeded harvest by a ratio of 
four-to-one from 1972-1985 
"Without periodic thinning," 
Quink explains, "forest growth 
slows down. This reduces the 
absorption of carbon dioxide and 
also limits the production of oxy- 
gen." 

Removal of poorer trees also 
increases the growth of the 
remaining high quality stems, 
which will eventually be harvest- 
ed for products such as lumber or 
veneer. 

Firewood and timber harvest- 
ing in Massachusetts occur under 
the guidelines of the Forest 
Cutting Practices Act. This law 
requires the submission of a cut- 
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ting plan for approval by DEM's 
Service Foresters before cutting 
can begin for private or public 
sales of more than 50 cords or 
25,000 board feet. The plan 
ensures that standards are met for 
forest regeneration, erosion con- 
trol and weuands protections.

After the war, Ciampa retumed 
to Boston and was able to continue 
his education. 

That education is important to 
Ciampa. He said “If you leam the 
foundation of the arts, you can 
sculpture, paint and do architectural 
work.” 

He looks down at those that 
never learned the foundation and 
said “people that can’t draw are 
called contemporary artists.” 

Picasso is the only exception 
that Ciampa gives to that mule. “He 
is the one modern artist that could 
draw, but he found out that people 
wanted strange stuff,” Ciampa said. 

He notes that his career came to 
sculpting because in the old days, 
“we had to do architectural sculp- 
ture and ecclesiastical work to 
make a living.” 

Among the work that Ciampa 
did for churches, is a life size piece 
of St. Anthony of Padua, Ciampa 
did the work in 1920 and it still 
stands in the North End Church 
where he got his start. 

Ciampa said that when he start- 
ed working in sculpting it was 
messy work. “In the old days we 
worked with cl 
keep it wet,” he sd 
according to Ciampa the work has 
become a little easier with the com- 
ing of Plastlene, a substance that 
retains its flexibility. 

“T had to struggle to make a liv- 
ing,” he said. However, he remem- 
bers a time when he was almost 
rich. 

Ciampa said that in 1923, he 
was doing work in Coral Gables, 
Florida and went from there to 
Cuba. He remembered that he was 
being paid $125-per-picce plus 
expenses in the Caribbean country. 

Because of this he had built a 
house and studio in Cuba, but com- 
ing from Massachusetts had no 
conception of the power of hurri- 
canes. 

In 1925 one came along and 
completely wiped out his uninsured 
home and studio, 

From that time he came back 
here, and since casting a piece of 
James Storrow, which stands along 
the banks of the Charles River, he 
has done quite a few pieces for the 
Metropolitan District Commission. 

Two pieces are a plaque of 
Emelia Earhart which is hung at the 
Mystic River Dam, in Medford, 
that is named for the aviatrix and a 
plaque at the entrance of the Hall 
Memorial Pool in Stoneham, 

Ed Ciampa said that his father’s 
skills may have passed on to his 
brother Elroy. However, that sib- 
ling died at the age of 13. 

Ed, who has used his hands to 
work his way up from a “grease 
monkey” to the President of Crest 
Buick, said that he has one daugh- 
ter who has some artistic ability.

READING - The Reading 
Selectmen have approved a pro- 
posal which will change the traffic 


flow at the intersection of Main 
and Charles streets.

Tom Selleck plays Matthew 
Quigley, a sharpshooter from the 
Old West who answered a newspa- 
per ad placed by Elliott Marston 
(Alan Rickinan). Marston claimed 
to be looking for a gunslinger to 
shoot the dingoes on his land. 
Turns out he really wanted some- 
one to kill the aborigines. Turns out 
he hired the wrong man. 

Quigley doesn't take too kindly 
to being dragged 3,000 miles to 
murder people. So, he pops 
Marston, whose men beat the tar 
out of Quigley and drag him and 
Crazy Cora (Laura San Giacomo) 
into the middle of the desert and 
leave them. Cora is a confused 
American woman with a tragic past 


who may, or may not be off her 
rocker, but has definitely attached 
herself to Quigley. 

Quigley, who seems to be 
smarter and more capable than 
Marston and his entire posse of 
men, becomes the great friend of 
the friend of the aborigines. We 
knew that was going to happen and 
it's not a big deal that we knew. The 
only real problem with the flick is 
that Selleck just doesn't have the 
pizzazz to carry the role 


Physically, he’s perfect. He 
looks larger than life in all that 
cowboy gear, especially next to the 
petite San Giacomo.

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Measuring your 
children's school 


The National PTA® started off 
the school year by giving parents 
suggestions to find out if their chil- 
dren's schools are student-centered, 

In the October issue of the 
PTA's award-winning PTA Today 
magazine, William Pope, superin- 
tendent of schools at Upper St. 
Clair Public Schools in Upper St. 
Clair, Pennsylvania, says there are 
a number of ways to find out if a 
school is measuring up. "To get a 
sense of the personality of the 
school, parents should visit the 
school when classes are in session, 
when the school is alive," Pope 
writes, " There should be evidence 
that students are the most important 
residents of the classroom. As you 
walk through the corridors and 
stairways, look for displays of stu- 
dent work 

Pope believes that the teaching 
staff is the most important factor in 
a student-centered school and they 
should spend as much time teach- 
ing children how to lear as they do 
what to learn.
